FORCES WAY INTO HOME. 

Holt forced his way into Mr. Mor- 
gan’s house on Hast island, three and 
a half miles from Glen Cove, L. I., at 
9:20 o’clock this morning, drove the 
butler before him by the menace of a 
revolver, searched the house until he 
found Mr. and Me. Morgan on the 
second floor and then, as Mr. and 
Mrs. Morgan attempted to disarm him, 
fired two shots into Mr. Morgan’s body. 
The financier, who, as head of the 
banking house which is the purchasing 
agent of the British government, had 
become an object for Holt's attack, is 
dangerously but probably not fatally 
wounded. 
This was the opinion, at least, of 
members of Mr. Morgan’s family, of his 
partners, and of his friends who had} 
heard the report of the surgeois who 
examined his injuries and who probed 
successfully for the ballet which entered 
the abdomen. 


SAVED BY WIFR’S BRAVERY. 
He owes his life very likely to the 
courage and quickness of Mrs. Morgan, 
who, the frst to detect Holt lurking in 
the shadows of the upper hallway, flung 
herself at the man and so disturbed his 
alm that he had no opportunity to shoot 
straight. 
Mr. Morgan himself overpowered Holt, 
and, with the assistance of servants, tied 
him and trussed him after the Morgan 
butler, Henry Physick, had thumped 
him soundly over the head with the first 
handy weapon available—a lump of coal. 
Then Mr. Morgan, after calmly as- 
suring his house guests, the British am- 
bassador and Lady Spring-Rice, who 
had witnessed the desperate struggle on 
the second floor landing, that he was 
not badly hurt, and after telephoning to 
his mother and to William D. Porter, 
one of, his partners, himself telephoned 
to Dr. William H. Zabriskie of Glen 
Cove, simply telling Dr. Zabriskie that 
he had been shot and asking him to come 
at once to the house. 


STATEMENT MADE BY HOLT. 
Holt, who had been roughly handled 
by the Morgan servants in the busi- 
ness of subduing him and tying him 
ap, was taken first to the jail at Glen 
Cove, where he was questioned by 
Justice of the Peace William A. Luy- 
ster and by Assstant District Attor- 
ney .Charies R. Weeks of Nassau 
county.

HOLT IS. ARRAIGNED. 
While the surgeons in the great house 
on Hast Island were working over Mr. 
Morgan and automobiles carrying the 
financier’s friends and relatives were 
spinning along the beautiful road from 
Glen Cove to the Morgan home Holt 
was being arraigned for assault with in- 
tent to kill in the Glen Cove courthouse. 
Whether from the effect of the but- 
ler’s mighty blow or from natural mental 
and physical weakness, be answered stu- 
pidly and had to be coached by Assist 
ant District Attorney Weeks and the 
justice. He finally pleaded not guilty 
and was remanded to the jail at Mineola 
to await further examination at Glen 
Cove Wednesday afternoon at 2 o'clock, 


HAD LAID WIDE PLOT, 
It wag after he was taken to Mine 
ola that Capt. Thomas Tunney of the 
New York detective bureau, who hur-

MAN OF SINGULAR APPEARANCE 
Holt is a man of singular appearance, 
so much so that pomibly he would be 
singied out of any crowd. He gave his 
age as 40, bat he looks, if anything, to 
be slightly younger. He is tall, about 5 
feet 11 inches, and so thin as to seem 
almost emaciated. For all of his height, 
he weighs less than 150 pounds. He 
stoops somewhat and his long, thin head 
juts forward, making him seem to peer 
eurfously as he walks or talks. 

The long, thin head carries a high fore- 
head, over which there is a heavy growth 
of dark hair, which is of fine quality 
and grows long. His eyes ate dark and 
somber. The man looks as if be smiles 
celdom and has litte sense of humor. 


mouth whose lips are thin and hard set. 
The chin is small, receding, and of the 
type usually described as affeminats. 

WAS BORN IN WISCONSIN. 

By his own account and from what 
was learned in other ways Holt was 
born in Wisconsin and settled in Dallas, 
Tex., where, at 101 Marseilles street, 
he has a wife and two children. He at- 
tended Cornell university and took the 
degree of Ph. D. therein 1914. For the 
last year he has been an instructor of 
German in the department of languages. 

He admits that since the war started 
he has taken 4 furious interest in the 
matter of sending arms and ammanition 
to the powers that are arrayed against 
Germany. He said this evening that 
before coming to New York be had writ- 
ten letters to an Ithaca newspaper pro- 
testing against “ such unfairness to Ger- 
many.” 

He told Assistant District Attorney 
Weeks and the newspaper men that he 
came to New York from Ithaca about 
ten days ago and registered at the Mills 
hotel No. 8, at Seventh avenue and Thir- 
ty-sixth street.

gae gangrene. The surgeons in the pres- 
ent European war have seen more gas 
gangrene than was ever seen bef ole. 

A pert of the prevalence of gas gangrene 
and lockjaw ts due to the fact that the 
fighting has been done in deep trenches. 
A great deal of dirt has been  .arried 
inte the wounds. The wounded men have 
had to lle in the dirt for a long time. 
The war has been waged in highly culti- 
vated fields. It has been proved that 
certain horses are lockjaw carriers, just 
as certain people are typhoid carriers. 
There are many such horses in Belgium, 
Alsace, and eastern France. 


— 

Another reason for the prevalence of 
gas gangrene and lockjaw is the wide 
use of first aid dressings, or rather mis- 
use of them, Every eoldier in western 
Europe carries a first aid dressing packet. 
When he gets a wound he immediately 
dresses it, if he is able to do 80. 

That ts all right for 4 fairly clean 
wound, or for a dirty wound, if the first 
dressing is to be removed, treatment 
giver, and a new dressing applied within 
a day. It is all wrong if a lot of dirt and 
powder is sealed in the wound, or if the 
dressing through the fortune of war or 
for other reasons is to be left on for a 
week.. Dr. Mills, who worked for several 
months in the Vienna general hospital, 
used as a base hospital, writes: 

“Many patients returned beautifully 
tamponaded With gauze or with pads of 
cotton next to the wound and so dried and 
hardened by the secretion that they 
formed most efficient plugs. lodoform 
powder and tincture of ſodine also were 
used, but in common with the cotton 
dressings they coagulated the discharge 
of blood and serum, and patlents often 
reach the general hospitals with the skin 
distended almost to bursting with thick 
pus, gangrenous muscle and bone frag- 
ments. Later practice became fairly well 
standardized and plain gauze dressings 
the rule.“ 

Gas gangrene is treated by cleaning out 
the wound with peroxide, free incisions, 
injections Into the tissues of peroxide or 
superheated air. 


These experiences teach that, if a 
Fourth of July wound fe clean, it should 
be swabbed or washed out and over with 
tincture of lodine and covered lightly by 
sauze. If it is dirty, it should be lightly 
covered by gauze and Kept open. By kept 
open I mean that it must not be allowed to 
scab over or to seal up, and mo adhesive 
strips or other sealtight dressing must 
cover it. 

If it contains grease, bengine can be 
used to clean it. The surface can be 
swWabbed with iodine, but the wound must 
be open, and, from day to day, soiled dried 
dressings must be replaced by fresh, clean 
dressings. loosely applied. 

Im all cases of dirty Fourth of July 
wounds antitoxin should be given as a 
prophylactic. 


BURNS—Burns ane Aude into three 
Classes. In a first degree burn the skin 
ig reddened, blisters form, and there ts se- 
vere burning pain. A first degree burn 
Gestroys only the outer layers of the skin. 

In a second degree burn there are the 
same symptoms, except that blisters are 
not s0 prominent, that is, in the areas of 
second degree burn. A second degree 
burn involves all the layers of the skin. 

In a third degree burn the pain ts less, 
but the shock. may be greater. Upon in- 
spéection one can see that the burning has 
extended through the skin to the tiseues 
below it. The kin may peel off in casts. 
Biebs and blisters are more prominent in 
the areas of milder burn which surround 
the deeper burn. 


To give nme date relief apply cooking 
s0da dry or in solution. Remove the cloth- 
ing and clean away gross dirt. Then 
apply picricacid gauze. Picric acid gauze 
cam be bought from the drug store. It 
can be made by saturating ordinary sterile 
@auze with a solution of one-half tea-

Within fifteen years of Sadowa, Germany made an ally of Austria and a few

of the crisis further aroused Franee and led to the dual alliance, in 
which republican France practically bought the military support of 
autocratic Russia against the power that lay between them. 
Germany embarked on unprecedented military preparations, including 
strategic railroads to concentrate against France, Russia, and Belgium. Ger- 
many also engaged in the building of a navy that might challenge England 
on the sea. Other nations had been willing for a century to trade abroad 
under sufferance of Dngland and to arm only against each other. This un- 
perial Germany was not content to do. Supreme on land. she wished to 
be supreme as well at sea. “I am admiral of the Atiantic™ wrote the kaiser

Now England depends upon her supremacy at sea not only for her 
riches, for her empire, but for her very existence. Let another rule the 
waves and Britannia may starve! Worldly wise Edward VII. conceived and 
executed the triple entente.

He it was who was chiefly responsible for the annexation of Bosnia and 
Herzegovina.

The development of the vulgar tongue took place 
at a compaiatively early period. Some of the 
most ancient of the peetio documents date back 
to very early times. Indedd, the prose litergeture 
of Bohemia, after the Greek and Latin, ts one of 
the oldest in Burope. The three centuries from 
the time of Charies TY. to the outbreak of the 
thirty years’ war covers the early brilliant period 
in Uterature. Two centuries of intellectual ber- 
renness followed the fata) battle of the White 
mountain and the usurpation of the Bohemian 

crown by the house of Hapsburs. | 
The ancient constitution of the kingdom was 
suppresee( and it was replaced by a alightiy 
velled system of Teutonic absolutism, The lands 
of the Bohemian nobles who had been patrons of 
letters were confiscated and given to generals in 
the Austrian army and to Austrian noblemen. 
The inhabitants of the fipurishing cties,.. that 
had been strongholds of the national language 
and literature, were Artvet into exile and their 


nineteenth century, 


the possession of a superior weapon al- 
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places were taken by immigrants of non-Bohe- : 
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mian birth, The country people were reduced to 
a state of serfdom and attached to the soll. The 
pillory, the gallows, and the whipping post were

Not only was there a complete arrest in the 
remarkable literary movement that intervened 
between the middle ages and the beginning of the 
thirty years war, but most of the literary treas- 
ures of the previous centuries were destroyed by 
the royal edicts of the reactionary Hapsburg 
rulers. This was done with the notion that the 
brilliant period of Bohemian existence might be 
blotted out and forgotten. | 

The modern Bohemian literary movement dates 
back only 100 years, Joseph Dobroyaky (1753- 
1829), the patriarch of Slavic philology, initiated 
the literary ‘movement at the beginning of the 
The few other Bohemian 
scholars of the day—Jungmann, Palacky, Kollar, 
Safarik, and the incomiparable publiciet Charles 
Havileek—ient their services to the rehabilita- 
tion of a national language that was long sup- 
posed to be dead. The letters of Jungmann give 
us our most intimate accounts of the struggles 
of himself and co-patriots during the early day 
ot the modern Bohemian renascence. 

During the seventeenth and eighteenth centu- 
ries the Austrian government had penalized the 
publication of books in the Bohemian language 
and the teaching of the vernacular tn the schools 
of the kingdom. But in spite of prohibitions of 
the Hapsburg rulers the vernacular continued to 
be spoken in the country districts. Thie fact 
facilitated the extraordinary progress made in. 
the flelds of poetry, drama, fiction, criticiam, and 
historica} works during the last fourscore years. 

The satirical writings of Jan Neruda, the his- 
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torical dramas of Alois Jiragek, the rich lyrical 
poetry of Jaroslav Vrchlieky (frida), the bold 
imaginative compositions of Julius Zeyer, the 
modernist poetry of J. 8. Machar, the great na- 
tional epics of Svatopluk Cech, the historical 
works of Francis Palacky, and the political and 
soctologica) writings of Thomas G. Masaryk have 
made notable contributions to the literary history 
of moders Bohemia. | 
In matters of art also Bohemia was early in 
the field. The Prague school of painting that 
came into prominence during the reign of Charles 
IV. (1816-1878) took favorable rank with similar 
early ert movements in Italy. Painters, sculp- 
tors, and architects trained in Bohemia are rep- 
resented today at most of the great cities in Eu- 
rope where art treasures are preserved. The 
zealous and promising artistic movement inaugu- 
pated im the country by the followers of the 
Prague school, like most of the other culture 
movements in the kingdom, was weillnigh extin- 
guished by the attempted Teutonization of the 
country by the Hapsburg rulers after the fatal 
Bila Hora, | 
_ Behemia's muste ie probably better knowr 
throughout the civilised world than any other 
branch of her creative art. This ts largely due 
te the universal character of the language of 
muse and te the eminence of her great tone 
poeta, Smetana and Dvorak. We read in the 
chronicles of the medieval historians of the role 
played by music in the life of the Bohemian peo- 
ple, and we know that during the Hussite period 
the Bohemian hymnology attained a degree of ex- 
cellence that has not been surpassed by later 
ages.

MAN-CARRYING KITES IN WAR. 

4 OW comes word from France of renewed interest in the uns of 

man carrying kites for military observation purposes. The 

construction of man carrying kites ie not new, but because of 

the perfection of the aeroplane and the anchored balloon its de- 
velopment has been soméwhat neglected in recent sears. More than 
ten years Ago experiments with man carrying kites were made in this 
country with considerable suecess. ; 

Because of the roughness and inaccessibility of some of the territery 
which the French dite fighting over, it bas become more expedient to 
entry and operate war kites than aeroplanes or balloons. The kites 
may be taken down and folded into small compass, and becatse of the 
lightness of their construction a small crew is able to pack the entire 
equipment practically any place that a man can walk or climb. 

In the earlier American experiments the observer was cartied on a 
special platform, which was mae a part of one of the kites in the 
man carrying series, or “tandem” of kites, Now the Peench are 
using the kites only to support a cable carried aloft on which u basket 
to hold the observer and his instruments is lifted. The basket Wet is 
a small model of that used on the racing balloons in transcantinental 
fights. It is equipped with the necessary outfit of range fieding and

Lebanon, Norway pines, monkey~puzzie 
trees, umbrella pines, and many native 
sorta from the American mountains 

ant to meet with their names on labels. 

The economic plants are next door— 
orange, lemon,. pepper, pomegranate, co- 
co trees, cactus, edible and medicinal 
plants wonderful ta discover The New 
Holland house filled with curious crotons 
and orchids, and the stove house of mys- 
terious plants from the hottest tropics 
are all free to the public to enjoy.

Positions. 

The use of electricity has made the ad- 
justment of light and shade so facile that 
playing with it has become one of the 
decorator’s most fascinating diversions. 
As a decorative medium, light used in 
any unfamiliar manner invariably calls 
forth the exclamation of delight that is 
such precious applause to the ear of the 
artist. Concealed lights, sending out 
rays as they do from an unseen source, 
offer all sorts of untold opportunities for 
startling or mysterious effects. 

One day the flat wall frame, with a 
breadth of grayish green brocade 
stretched between its edges, may throw 
into relief a slender vase of turquoise blue 
enamel, holding a graceful branch of 
cherry blossomse—all lighted from below. 
The next day it may hedge in a strip of 
the owner’s beautiful needlework. Again, 
it may be a background fora collection of 
specimen butterflies, placed with geo- 
metrical precision on a black velvet back - 
ing, and with the light thrown directly 
on them from above; or, perhaps, some 
rare and brilliantly colored fruit, in a 
pannier with high arching handle, against 
a gilded ground.

The illustration shows two successful 
groupings against panels with arched 
tops. It is impossible adequately to ex- 
press the effectiveness of the panel to the 
left. In so simple a pen and ink drawing 
the facts of the picture can merely be in- 
dicated. But the description is easily 
followed, and the result is novel to a de- 


gree. The vase is a large, wide one of: 


Canton china. An electric bulb (attached 
by wire to a base plug) is dropped into 
this vase and then a big bow! of goldfish 
la set upon it. The light glows up through 
the bow! of water, causing the fish to 
flash like the most brilliant metal. It is 
the liveliest bit of decoration that could 
possibly be conceived. 

Back of the bow! is a little cylindricai 
flower holder, attaching itself to the sage 
blue ground panel by means of two tiny 
rubber vacuum tips. (These vases are 
on the market and are called “ vacu- 
vases.“) Into the vase is thrust a double 
branch of honeysuckle, a part of which 
curves forward over the bowl. When the 
other lights in the room are low the lights 
in these side wall panels cannot fail to 
excite the highest admiration.

years now it has had festive asso- 
- elations, being sold for the enter- 
talnment and refreshment of the crowds 
at hustings, picnics, circuses, andlatterly 
at the amusement parks. Its social and 
festival value first endeared it to us, and 
now its economic value has resulted in 
piling up some remarkable national sta- 
tistics about the rapidly increasing crops 
(in Oklahoma the acreage was multiplied 
by eight in the three years from 1911 to 
1913), the various commertial products 
to be made from it, and its varied use and 
value as food for man and beast. 
The peanut is a pea, but not a nut, and 
it almost seems a pity that the strictly 
American name, originating in the south, 
of “ goober” has not clung to t. Itisa 
member of the pea and bean family, but 
has much greater food value than any of 
the peas or beans, because it contains so 
much fat or oil. This oil, which is now 
„ has become the 
greatest rival of olive oil as a food as well 
as in manufacturing, and sells for less 
than half the money. 
The peanut is also rich in both protein 
and carbohydrate, so is seemingly one of 
the complete foods, but it is too highly 
concentrated to be that. Fat alone is the 
most concentrated of all foods and any- 
thing heavy with starch (carbohydrate) 
comes next and we have these both in 
large per cents in the peanut. This is 
why somé people find the roasted peanut 
so hard to digest that they call it indi- 
gestible.

Peanut Fudge. | 
The professional confectioners use 


‘millions of bushels of peanuts to make 


about the easiest and simplest of their 
products, and the boy and girl amateur, 
with a little practice, can make as good 
or better things at home, as one Tom has 
found out and got into print by so doing. 
Peanut fudge must not be overcooked, 
that is, must not form e hard ball in 
water, but a soft one; otherwise itis easy. 

Chop or pound to a meal a half cup or 
perhaps a little less of peanut meats, add 
to them two cups of sugar, half @ cup of 
milk, and from a fourth to half a cup of 
corn sirup or glucose. Stir over the fire 
until the sugar is dissolved and cook un- 
til it forms a soft ball in water. Take 
off the. fire, stir until it grins, and then 
drop in little “ gobs" on a buttered plate, 
or spread and then cut into squares.

Immediately after this testimony came 
that of W. J. Kitchen, proprietor of the 
Hotel Kensington. Like a thunderbolt 
was his assertion that the James W. Os- 
borne sitting in the courtroom was not 
the man who had appeared with Rae 
Tanzer at the hotel on Oct. 18. 

„In stake everything I’ve got that 
there is no resemblance between the two 
men,” Kitchen testified with fervor. He 
then gave a deseription of the man who, 
he said, registered as O. Osborne” on 
the night in question. He failed to tain 
tify Rae Tanzer as the woman whom he 
bad seen with O. Osborne,” declaring 
that he did not see her fully. 

Following Kitchen James W. Osborne 
was called to the stand and asked to re- 
move his glasses. This he did. He was 
then asked to read from one of the law 

books near at hand. The result was that 
although he could distinguish the words 
in large type he could not read the sen- 
tences in small type. His testimony 
closed with the declaration that never 
until that day had he seen any of the 
Tanzer sisters. 

During the proceedings Mrs. Osborne 
gat near her husband and appeared 
amused at the trend of the testimony. 
Prior to the foregoing, however, the ex- 
amination was directed against Osborne 
to determine the facts concerning the 
mystery letters that he received at his 
office, one of which was the basis of the 
charge against Miss Tanzer. 

Produce Girl’s Letters. 7 

Osborne idéntified a letter received 
by him through the mail at his office, 
115 Broadway, on Feb. 16, to which 
the mame of Rae was signed. This 
was the letter upon which the charge 
against Mies Tanzer was based. It 
was in an envelope addressed to “ Mr. 
J. W. Osborne.“ It was written by 
hand in ink on plain note paper, and 
read, punctuation and all:

O. Osborne” at the Kensington on the 
night of Oct. 18, 1914. James W. Os 
borne ‘at the same hearing took the 
stand and testified that never until he 
entered the courtroom that morning 
had he seen Rae Tanzer.

Tells of Courtship. 

Dora Tanzer went into the details of 
James W. Osborne's alleged visits to the 
Aldus street address. She testified that 
for ten weeks six nights a week he called 
upon Rae and posed as an unmarried Cal- 
ifornia ranchman. She also testified to a 
conversation between herself and Rae in 
which she wrung from Rae an admission 
that the caller had proposed marriage to 
her and had rented four rooms in Sev- 
enty-second street, near Riverside drive, 
in anticipation of the coming marriage. 

‘Miss Tanzer, questioned on the appeer- 
ance of the caller with regard to his 
glasses, eaid that although she never saw 
him wear glasses there were nevertheless 
marks left hy glasses on his nose. 

She told of the man's smart dressing 
and said that he had given Rae a diamond 
horseshoe pin and two diamond rings, all 
of which jewelry he had given and taken 
back several times, finally disappearing 
with all of it. She also told of bis eating 
a meal in the house and of his promising 
to give her a turkey for Thanksgiving, 
which promise he did not keep. Shesaid 
she wouldn’t have used the turkey any- 
how, because it would not have been 
“kosher enough.”

Then she began to talk so 
rapidly that I could not understand 
her, and I hung up the receiver.” 

Osborne said that he had called at

Miss Tanzer’s signatures on her af- 
fidavits in the civil eult against Os 
borne were introduced te show that 
she had written the letters, 

In reply to questions relative toatele 9 
phone conversation with Misa Tanzer 
Osborne said he had talked to the woman 
from the Roma restaurant at Fiftieth 
street and Sixth avenue. He admitted 
that the telephone cell to Miss Tanzer’s 

home had been put in by Miss Dmma 6, 
Ferris, one of the employés in his office, 
and that he had taken the receiver after 
Miss Tanzer had gone to the phone. 

Osborne swore that the seven letters 
addressed to him at the Athletic club and 
the two sent to his office were all he had 
received from Miss Tanzer.

THE LIFE OF THE SUN. 
-MONG the stars whose positions 
tonight are described ‘above ‘are 
two which by their color will re- 
veal the processes of inorganic 
évolution. One is Antares, which 
is red, showing that it is of low tem- 
perature. The other is Arcturus, which is 
white, showing that it is of higher tem- 
perature. The spectrum of thé former 
star will reveal metallic elements; that 
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easily be made. 

In the spectacle of evolution being ob- 
served there arises the question of time. 
and this affects human history and hu- 
man probabilities. Our sun is hotter than 
Arcturus, being conveniently called a 
Sirian sun, which is about half way in the 
scale. | 

How long. then, will the sun continue 
to give the heat which makes life possible 
on the earth? How does it maintain Its 
heat? Hypothesis first denied the possi- 
bility of any chemical process prolonging 


If this hypothesis had been correct it 
was certain that life would not be possible 
on the earth many million years more. 
With the discovery of radio activity it 
became apparent that the sun had in its 
composition the elements which would 
continue its heating giving for untold 
millions of years. It is supposed that the 
sun's mass contains great quantities of 
radio active matter. 

It is also known now that the carts 
itself is self heating.
